Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks 
were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well 
as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by 
source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements 
obtained  from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected 
taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers 
as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records.  The  amounts  of  un- 
collected and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report 
are  therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessi- 
tated by  the  return  of  verification  notices.

The  construction  of  super  highways  to  the  Lake  and 
Mountain  Regions  has  convinced  the  Planning  Board  that  the 
Town  of  Sandwich  might  be  subjected  to  outside  pressure  for 
changes  from  the  Metropolitan  areas  to  the  south,  some  of 
which  changes  could  be  harmful  to  the  town  unless  a  method 
were  adopted  to  control  them.  The  Board  felt  that  in  order 
to  protect  the  town  from  unwanted  changes  it  was  absolutely 
necessary  that  the  information  included  in  a  Comprehensive 
Master  Plan  be  first  obtained,  so  that  the  Town  might  con- 
trol any  changes  in  a  manner  which  would  be  in  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  Town. 

During  the  past  year,  therefore,  the  Board  has  concen- 
trated its  efforts  on  an  intensive  study  of  the  Proposed  Com- 
prehensive Master  Plan  for  the  Town  of  Sandwich.  Last  June 
the  Board  interviewed  four  professional  Town  Planners  and, 
since  then,  members  of  the  Board,  singly  and  together,  have 
consulted  with  residents  and  Planning  Board  members  of  sev- 
eral nearby  towns,  in  order  to  satisfy  themselves  of  the  ne- 
cessity for  and  advantages  of  a  Comprehensive  Master  Plan. 
In  addition  to  numerous  extra  Board  meetings,  many  meet- 
ings have  been  held  with  various  clubs  and  organizations  in 
the  towns,  plus  an  open  public  meeting,  in  an  attempt  to 
acquaint  everyone  with  the  reasons  for  having  such  a  plan 
made. 

The  Planning  Board  is  happy  to  acknowledge  that  it  has 
received  the  full  cooperation  of  the  Selectmen  and  other  of- 
ficers of  the  town  and,  in  addition,  wishes  to  thank  Henry  G. 
Balch  and  Grant  Powers  for  their  very  able  assistance.

During  the  past  year,  the  Wentworth  Library  became 
an  affiliated  member  of  the  N.H.  Statewide  Library  Develop- 
ment Program.  This  gives  us  advantages  in  the  selection  and 
purchase  of  books.  Partly  through  this  affiliation,  and  partly 
from  the  Fund  received  from  the  sale  of  the  White  collection 
of  books,  we  have  made  progress  in  building  up  our  collection 
of  reference  books.  Gifts  of  cash  and  books  are  always  wel- 
come subject  to  the  determination,  by  the  Trustees  and  the 
Book  Committee,  of  the  books  to  be  accepted  and  circulated. 
A  rack  for  magazines,  designed  and  constructed  by  Mr. 
Wayne  B.  Thompson,  has  been  placed  on  the  periodical  table ; 
it  saves  space  and  results  in  increased  convenience  for 
readers. 

During  the  spring  of  1965,  water  and  toilet  facilities 
were  introduced  for  the  first  time  into  the  basement  of  the 
Library  Building,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Wayne  B. 
Thompson.  The  cost  was  slightly  in  excess  of  the  $1,500  ap- 
propriated for  the  purpose  by  the  Town ;  the  difference  was 
generously  contributed  by  Mr.  Thompson.  The  contractors, 
Mr.  John  Bryant  and  Mr.  Theodore  Read,  were  most  gener- 
ous in  waiving  their  normal  6%  fee. 

The  Library  has  now  488  registered  borrowers.  During 
the  year,  278  books  have  been  added ;  488,  mostly  paperbacks, 
have  been  discarded;  and  the  total  on  hand  December  31st 
was  5,138.  The  State  bookmobile  has  lent  us  1,019  books,  and 
80  have  been  borrowed  directly  from  the  State  Library.

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Report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden 
And  District  Chief 


Most  of  us  who  live  in  New  Hampshire  and  the  thou- 
sands of  vacationists  that  visit  us  every  year  love  the  State 
for  the  variegated  woodlands  that  encircle  our  clean  lakes 
and  clothe  the  hills  and  mountains.  Most  of  us  appreciate 
these  values,  but  still  there  were  enough  careless  people 
among  us  to  cause  over  880  grass  and  woodland  fires  to  start 
in  1965.  True  this  was  a  much  dryer  than  normal  year  but 
this  should  have  meant  the  use  of  extra  care.  Fortunately  the 
fire  fighting  forces  have  held  the  line  against  such  careless 
acts.  It  is  up  to  each  one  of  us  to  be  ever  mindful  that  a 
spark  or  flame  is  a  potential  fire. 


WE  MUST  ALL  BE  CAREFUL: 

1.  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  in  lighting  matches. 

2.  To  never  discard  lighted  smoking  material  from  a  car 
or  while  walking  through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the  town 
dump.  If  you  must  burn  rubbish  or  brush ; 

a.  Always  get  a  permit  to  burn  from  the  warden. 

b.  Start  your  fire  late  in  the  day  after  5 :00  P.  M. 

c.  If  burning  a  field  or  brush  have  equipment  and 
adequate  help  on  hand.  The  heat  from  your  fire 
creates  its  own  draft  to  spread  fire. 

Our  carelessness  with  fire  is  costing  our  State  and  Towns 
thousands  of  wasted  dollars  in  suppression  and  hundreds  of 
acres  of  destroyed  woodlands.  Yours  never  to  enjoy.

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Notice  To  Veterans 

Any  veteran  entitled  to  tax  exemption  in  order  to  obtain 
same  must  file  with  the  selectmen  his  application  before 
April  15th  of  each  year  on  blanks  prescribed  by  the  state  tax 
commission  and  available  at  the  selectmen's  office. 

In  order  to  be  eligible,  the  applicant  must  have  paid  all 
local  poll  and  property  taxes  which  have  been  assessed  to  him 
by  any  town  or  city  within  this  state,  as  well  as  any  state 
head  or  other  state  taxes ;  and  must  also  have  paid  any  head 
or  poll  taxes  assessed  against  his  wife  if  he  was  living  with 
her  on  April  first  of  the  year  of  assessment.
